Train No. 806 at the foot of Market 
street. He climbed aboard the train 
which was ranning at the rate o' 
tv.enty-llve railea an hour, and got on 
■-op ol .1 car. When about 300 yards 
west of the C. & U. depot he ia some 
manner fell head foremost fron the 
top of the car upon which he was sif- 
ting, between the cars, to the track 
betow. a inp of ahont ten foet After 
hitting the sro'ind he had presence of 
uji»d enough to heed the cries of Sec- 
tion Boss Broaheara aad hia men, who 
were working nearby, and did not try 
to crawl from under the fast moving 
train. 

As soon aa the train paaaed. Bro-

N. c. The quickaees aad eoaaplete- 
ness of the changes are especially 
ootable In Homders. In glass vessels, 
thesp n8h>'s become nearly white on a 
white ground, nearly black on a blaek 
crooad. aad also beeane adapted to 
various colors, red beinR the pxcep- 
tion. Patterns were not exactly imi- 
tated, though fine and coarse patterns 
of the ground prodoced line and coarse 
patterns in the skin. Changes from 
wliite to biack took place in two min- 
utes in a flounder that had tieen fre- 
quently diaaged from white to hiadi 
pans, but after two wpoUs in a white 
pan the change to maximum blackness 
required Ave days In a black pan. To 
change from black to white always 
required an hour or more, color 
changes being still slower, the taking 
on of yellow being more n^d than 
that of green or bine. The changes te 
color and pattern are due to rearrange- 
ment of black and yellow cells of the 
sUn ealled chronatophoaes, aad to 
the degree of the biding of these cells 
by opaque white cells called irldocytes. 
It ia the eye that regulates the 
changes. With one end oi the fish 
on black and the other on white, the 
whole body took on the black or white 
that was in front of the eyes, and 
when one eye saw UaA aad the otter 
white, the whole flsh tanMd to gray.

them to think that there Is great re- 
ligious bigotry in the State, and such 
people have written a good many let- 
ters since the primary explaining the 
light vote that McDermott got in 
moat of the conn ties. Fbr instance, 
one letter from a Baptist in one of 
tlic largest Democratic counties in 
Kentucky says: "Until a short time 
before the primary McDermott had 
a strong following in this county aud 
it looked like he was going to carry 
the county. Tlie leading Democrats 
were for him but as soon as the 
Stanley followers and .McChesney fol- 
lowers began to attack McDermott 
heeauae of hia religion his support 
withered ami left me as the only ac- 
tive mail iu the county outspoken for 
him. Hence the saiall vote he re- 
ceived. If the fact that a man is a 
Catholic and worships God according 
to his own wishes is a bar in the Dem- 
ocratic party for him to be nominated 
to occupy an exalted office, the time 
will come, and may cmne sooner than 
you think, when the Democratic em- 
blem will be a bar to OathoUea and 
people who love religious liberty 
voting the Democratic ticket." 

I do Bot want to aee andi a day 
but I do know that there is no reli- 
gious liberty iu the Democratic party 
in Kentucky, taking the maaaoi, ex- 
cept in a few counties and except a 
few most honorable men in each and 
every county, and that thera are 
more bigots tluw some of oar people 
think there are. In the recent pri- 
mary some bigots surrounded Stanley 
and were led by Haldeman and Wat- 
tc-rsM and other nawagapera and oth- 
ers unnecessary to mention. And the 
preachers surrounded McChesney in 
his bigoted campaign led bjr an ez- 
Catholic. Percy Haly. Some Demo- 
crats seem to forget that the Catho- 
lics in Kentucky hold far more than 
the balance of - power between the two 
partlea. and yet according to the last 
census there are nineteen States of 
the Union in each of which the ma- 
jority of Httnena are CathoHea. even 
including the great States of \ew 
York, AMassachusetts. New Jersey and 
others. Aad yet Woodrow Wilaoa haa 
not appointed a single Catholic to a 
single important national office, either 
at home or abroad, and has appointed 
more Protestant preachera to good 
offices than any Preaident who ever 
sat iu Washington. I fear he has got 
what Dr. Berck called an Ulster 
mind. 

The administration of .\ndrew Jack- 
son reached the highest limit of any 
Democratic Preaident in the belief and 
in the iniaelple of religious liberty 
and of all the succeeding administra- 
tions it seems to me that tbe adminia- 
tratlons of McIClnley, Roosevelt and 
Taft have given the people of America 
religious liberty, practically, although 
very few Catholics, comparatively, are 
Repnhlteana. I do not underestimate 
Woodrow Wilson's great ability or the 
splendid service he has done the re- 
public as President, but I think if ne 
had pursued Democratic policies and 
given us a real Democratic adminis- 
tration, so far as religious liberty Is 
concerned he would liave made even 
brtter. 

1 do not want you to understand, 
nor do I mean to say. that Stanley is 
a M«ot; I dont thtak he la. aad I 
have known him since boyhood, buf 
I don't like the company he keeps, as 
Watterson says. I am no hero-wor- 
shipper of Woodrow Wilain. and I 
am gohig to anpport tha DaoMwraUc

The accusation that ir.ey seek to 
control the politics of the State and 
that they eonatltnte tbe "inviafMe gov- 
erninent," of which we Iiear so much, 
is true only to the degree that their 
aim. and their single aim, has been 
to protect themselves from extirpa- 
tion.
